Witliin a month of that ihuc ihv. ma 
te.rial, iiliiut and rolling stock of tivoiy 
description, with atad", gauj^t-ra ami 
leading men for tlie laving down imd 
conipieliou of upward of UIO milfs of 
railway of 4 feet SI inchi.'s yamic, with 
56-pound atoel rails, havi^ Ijcni ship]i(i(i 
to SuaKini, and the railway has bci-ii 
begun. If we consider thu iiiiujunl of 
transport required and supplied l>y the 
government, and the material gatlicr- 
ed togeLher and sliijiped within four 
weekii of the dale of the onU^r, we 
must admit that the speed used in cur- 
rying out the contract i.s without pre- 
cedent. 

Up to tlin present tinii' fi^litocii vcs- 
sela have started from ililli'iciu ports 
for Suakini, each ves.sel contuining 
stafi", men and uiaterial sufficient to 
lay down its ])ortion of tlic road. News 
has been received from Siiakim tliut 
the construction of the lini^ ha.s hdeii 
actually begun, ami that the coolies 
sent fioni India have arriveil ami he- 
gun to work with the native lalion'r.s 
already engaged. It would be iiii|iOHHi- 
ble to give hi.'ro a complete list, of ilie 
plant and material ri'qiiiied foi- tlu; 
100 miles of railway tlius shipped, mid 
of the outfit and oth(a' matters wanti'd 
for the stall who liave to saporintund 
the construction, and for tiie men who 
have to lav the road. It will lie .seen 
that tlie contractors have h^eii as 
thoughtful in hmall thing's us in great; 
that they have coiisid(-red, not only 
the railway that is to be laiil anil the 
rolling Htock that is to move upon it, 
but also the minutest requirements for 
the liealih, comfort and defence of their 
.men. • 
'■'up to the beginning of the week, 
then, tliere hasbeen shipped, a.i alretidy 
Stated, everytliing reiiuired for tin; lay- 
ing down of the lOU miles of railway. 
In the first place wt; may put down 
10,000 tons of .^G-pound steel rails for 
the main line and 2,470 tons of smaller 
rails for the guage line and for the 
temporary lines to carry materials, all 
these with lish plates and fastenings 
complete. ' The sleepers necessary to 
carry these rails are more than (pi.irter 
of a million, \)e»idea GOO tons of sietd 
Bleepers for the one foot 6-inch guage 
line. There are also 1 2 tuan tables. 
The rolling stock includes G four-wheel 
and 10 6-wheel locomotives for the 
main line, aiul 12 locomotives for the 
guage line, and a (iiiantity of dtiplicali-d 
portions of engines in cast; of acciileiit;

,A BETTMH SUPPLY OF WATER. 

On Tueaaay tho ratepayers will be aski cl 
to- ftfttifyrby their votes a.by-law which is 
desi^ried to exteAd'ahd- inoiease the supply 
of water, to the city.Elsewhere will be found 
an address by Mayor Bilbet in which he ex- 
plains tho provisions of the proposed by- 
law and its scope aud eilect. It is o,\plaiued 
that the by-law does not comprehend an 
■ addition to the e.\iHtiiig rate of taxation ;j.ncj 
that the rate named in the by-law is the 
proportion of the present taxes that it is 
proposed to Hat aside as .security for tho 
payment of thc^jfonn. This txplaniition 
had become necessary, many ratepayers 
baying labored under tho impression that 
iJiei paasnge of the by-law meant an iucreaso 
in tusntidn. His worship further points 
out that the present supply of water is in- 
adcqnato for thovpgulation and distribution 
among all tho inliabitants; that in con- 
Requenco uieuy apiilieations for a Kupply 
have been ri.'tused; that the loan, if offeoted, 
will provide for tbi! lonstruction of the re- 
servoirs aud engines, the iiurcbiiso of the 
land and the exten.iion of nmiiis witliin the 
city limits; that the rovenuo of the water 
workH is Hteiulily atigine.ntiiig unci tluil the 
increiise within the next ten' years will bo 
a'dffibidiit in ittidf to cover the amount re- 
quired for interest ami sinking fund of the 
pro()08ed loan.

pulling-down treatment — bleudinfj and ao 
on -and just before that tho proper thing 
to do waa to give auti-spusnioclica, and 
sinco then to build up the sVsti'in - too 
little blood and too thin, thus rocpiicuig 
stulling; and after or on top of tjiij, the 
present fashioinible theory prevaila wliieli 
makes worms to be the cause of all the 
trouble, ao small though as to rOqiui'e a 
tube with glasses in it to seo theiii. The 
point ia to kill tho worms without killing 
tho patients. But this theory i.s on the 
wane, as the worms are soon t"' survive in 
liny event, !»r>d high suthofitxr rlnooiii'ee.s 
the whole thing as a niyth. .\ iiian 
ainiply stakes his lifu tha' chii pariiyiilar 
metlical fashion in vogiie, when he ia sick 
ia the right fa.tluon — a railior hopiiless 
gamble. .Attention to this mutter by the 
people will do more towariU iiDlirm'iiig 
tho general health and longevity than 
millions spent in other diroctiijiia.

The meeting bailed to diabuaa the Chi- 
nese queatiou was presided over by Mayor 
llithot. 

' Ilia Worship said that he had not been 
favored with a programme of tile speak- 
ers, but he had no doubtjha^ the matter 
would be fully dealt with by' those who 
hail it in charge. 

Mr. Tuckfiold was elected secretary. 

Mr. Goo. Powell in moving tho tirat re- 
solution said that this question, like the 
one of Thursday evening, was one ofde- 
fonco. (.Applau.se.) The iBgislativn 1111- 
thoritiea at Ottawa shotdd be ahown that 
Ihe workiuguien of this province must also 
have protoction. If they did not escUido 
tho Chinoau race from ainong tlieia tho 
latter would come here in such outnumber- 
ing hordes that they would swamp tho 
yrholo country.' <The -^railways and dry 
dock were being built with Chinese labor; 
but who would siiiiport those worka/ 
Would Jhineae build up towiia andcities itiid 
pattotiizo the rail ways and createa reveiiiTei 
No, tho people's money that was being ex- 
pended was received by tho Chino.so, who 
were of no benotit to the storekeeper or 
any one else. He would move this reao- 
lution; 

"WuEitR.ts, the Working classoa of 
British Cidiiinbia, at public meetings and 
through their representatives in the local 
purliament, have repeatedly petitioned 
and protested nguinat the introduction of 
Cliiiu ae in preference to white labor; and 
the Dominion govemmeut, aided by 
Oliiiieae siipportora and admirers in this 
[irovince, have paid 110 attention to Ihe 
jurtt and lawful doinanda of the people, 
but have added insult to injury by pre- 
paring a farcical measure to restrict 
Chinese immigration, which does not be- 
come operative until the services of 
Chinese are no longer required on public 
works, 

"Therefor* bf it Itejolvtd, hat tho work- 
ing classes of Britiall Columbia, and all 
otliera who are auU'oring from tlio t'lfi-cte 
of Chinoao competition, call upon the 
trades unions of Canadi for such active 
and politicol support as may be deemed 
necessary to cleanse the gorurninunt of 
trickatera and the country of Chinese 
vampires; and that copies of this res' In- 
tioii be forwarded to the trades legialative 
council of Canada for publication in tho 
eastern press. " 

Seconded by Mr. S. Creech. 

The resolution was carried uimni- 
cuouely. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson said that that at 
the last meeting (the question of dofiMico 
of tho ciiy) all the buaineas men had been 
present — present to gUHrd against a foe 
which had not, and never might, come. 
Now, when a fon alrpHdy ftrnoiig!! them 
was sought to be banishetl, not a solitary I 
merchant waathere.(.-Vpplause.) Not there, 
because their pockets wore concerned, 
because it was with them a question nf 
dollars and cunts. What a niialakeii 
policy ! To gain a few dollars now at 
the espenso of future hundreds. The 
dollars would disappear like vapor on tho 
■nountain side, and tho children of pro- 
Chinese merchants would one day have to 
contend against those Chinese whom their 
fathers fostered. (Applause.) He gave 
every man credit for taking up tho cause, 
and yot there woro white men who to 
servo their own purposea calleil all agitnlioii 
political claptrap. If IJhiueHe aro ii^'oi'ii- 
Hary to build up this province, how is it the 
eastern provinces maiinged to iirooicss 
without tuoiu 7 (Cheers). They neter were 
u aecesaity, and tho result uf looking upon 
them as such was that white imniigranin 
had to retrace thair steps or to stop and 
bo taken up as vagrants. (.Apiiluuso) . 
Shoiihi this last? (No!) ,MI conatittitional 
authority had boon aiijioaled to in vain, nnd 
the time had eom« for wlroiig notion. They 
would have to do what was riKht — and what 
wan right could not b« treason! (Londaji- 
plauBc). No enemy to the Chiuoso woukl 
ever have put up a placard in public advis- 
ing the killing of the Chinese bosses, It 
had bean posted by thoue who wished to 
.bring ridicule upon tho question. The 
rcsolatlou was a strong one, but he moaiit 
to move it nevertheless. Ho had been "boy- 
cotted" to a certain extent for speaking his 
luiud, but ho WfaWit to continue to apeak it 
as long as ho drew the breath of lifJ.' (fiu- 
mciiso oathusiasm]. Hero is the lesolii- 
tiou: 

That the Chinese are well known to bo 
ruled by secret societies which enable them 
to oombine with undue advantage against 
the whites; and that the best and only 
way to counteract tho effects of such 
combination is by counter combinations 
ag.iinst Chinaiiien — cavriod into effect by 
menna of widely-spread ramiBoations of 
Trades' Unions, and enforced by a strict 
ayatem of "boycotting," carried out riuor- 
ously against all those working in com- 
pany with Chinamen, or eni|)loyiiig tliani 
111 any capacity whatever that can bo done 
by our race, and more e.apecially against 
white merchants dealing with the produc- 
tiidi of Chinese manufactures. 

Boycotting those who patronized tho 
Chiuvse had been successful in California 
and would have to be adopted here. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. G. 
Powell. 

Mr. Jj. Dctius, in moving the third re- 
solution, agreed with previous speakers 
that the Chinese evil was as great lu that 
of the Russian war. (A Voice — It is 
greater.) Fie thought the (jovornrnent 
hero should pass a law restricting the 
Ohiiicsu nod aa it is the goiiera! voice of 
the people, oven though it might bu dis- 
iiUowad at Ottawa, they shoqld' try to 
carry it out and see if the Dominion gov 
ernment MTOulil atop theiq. Sehad iiiuoli 
pleasure in moving the following resolu- 
tion; 

"That tho aocalled reatriolloii act intro- 
duced into tho Dominion parliatneiil by 
the Hon. Mr. Chapleau ia not calculated 
to effectual ly check tho inlliiic of Ohinese 
immigration into this province and has 
failed to satisfy the white population uf 
British Columbia. 

"That tho report of tho royal conimia 
si." 11 on Chinese immigration being based 
upon irreaponsible and misleading statu 
menis ia valueless, and the coiicliisiona 
came to by tho commisaionors unwarant- 
ed even by the partial te|(ti!)johy bpfwrv 
thonr]." 

ti. Oreeoh soooudod the resolution. 

Mr. 4- 0. McLagan said that tho key- 
note to succps.i was the earnest qq iipura 
tion of tho Ooini|)jQn (joverninent: the 
pi3oplo would have to instruct their rep - 
rcsoiltativea at Ottawa thut unless tho 
Dominion governniont acoodod to their 
demaiido for Ohiiioao reatriclion thoy (tho 
niembors) waild feel hound to oonaider 
the governmuiit as antagonistic to the 
proviuoo, and would go into opposition, 
([joud cheers). 

Hon, Mr. Robson said ho merely wisl^i^t^ 
to point out the fact that thgrg W-er-o con- 
llictiii|» 8tqtoifle}\(9 \i\ thp two rosolutjoiiB 
paased". Thoy sl^oql^ hc madt! in 
harmony. 

The shggoatjon of the provincial sooro- 
tary was ciriiod out. 

The resolution was then put and car- 
ried nnunimoualy. 

Mr. Mct^ab'Stuar^ sati^ tl^at like most 
persons from bhe east he was, until 



acquainted with them, rather in favor of 
the^'Chineac; but ho had aeon serioua 
reason to chauge hia mind. Resolutions 
against the Chinese had been ignored at 
Ottawa,\'and all constitutional means had 
failed. The qneation was : How long didtho 
Dominion ex[iect that thoao of this pro- 
vince would remain apathetic under such 
conditions! The will of thu majority must 
rule. (.Applause.) There was tho Chinese 
cuininissiun — a perfect farco. Judge 
Gray, in suiniuling up for this province 
had'said the large majority of British Co 
lumbiins were in favor of the Chinese, 
((iroana, and a voice; He ought to go and 
livu with them I) The apeake.-, continu- 
ing, recited the syatom of Chinoao con- 
tract labor. He ni'jved: 

Tliut the people of British Columbia 
have sliuwn themselves patient and lonn^- 
endiiring under grievous wrongs; that they 
have repeatedly petitioned tho Dominion 
guveriinieiit for redress; that they have 
hohl numerous public meetings to make 
known their wants and wiahea; that tho 
city council of Victoria haa passed bylaws 
relating to the Cliinuso, which the courts 
have But aside; that the legislature of 
British Columbia has enacted laws on the 
same subject, which the governor general 
acting on the advico of tho Dominion 
ministry haa vetoed ; that every constitu- 
tional iiioana ha.s been resorted to and 
exhausted to obtain justice and without 
oO'eut or beiieticial result, on account of 
tho ill-advised aud misinfuriiied partiality 
of the Dominion authorities in favor of 
tho Chinese; 

.And that if in coiiseiiuciicu the people 
ahould tiiiil themselves Compelled to take 
the law into their own hands, as a last 
resort, and abate hy forcible means a pub- 
lic nuisaiicu as they undoubtedly have tho 
right to do, then thu Dominion govern- 
muiit and the judges uf the supreme court 
aliouhl and must bo held answerable for 
any rioting or even bloodshed which might 
unfortunately accompany a goneral upris- 
ing of the white laboring classes in vindi- 
cation of their jiiat rights against their 
natural enemies — the Chinese. 

iMr. Uamiltuii seconded ^Ihe resolution. 

Mr. Finlay, a carpenter from the east, 
aaid that I ho last speaker did not cover 
the ground — for the t!hiiiamoii worn now 
masters of tin.' aituat 1011 . They had lawa 
in the city for the whites and enforced 
the laws, tint the Chinese seemed-to have 
the best nf it in the fact that they have 
wash houses in the city in defiance of tho 
wish of the people. They should com- 
mence at home. Strong action should be 
taken. 

Mr. T. Davie said that true to his 
pledges he had doii«; his beat to pruveiit 
Chinese usurping the labor hold of the 
province. The 'mblic here had dune all 
they could, eonstiiulionally,tn the matter; 
hui the ray of hope held out a short time 
ago tliat the Dominion would assent to 
chinoao roHlrictioii had faded away; and 
lie thought It a remarkable anomaly that 
the public should instruct its iiiombura to 
support a government (thu Dominion) 
which dutieil tho well-known and oft- 
expressed wishes of the province. The 
Inst local anti-Chinese act had boon dis- 
allowed by the federal government — an 
action ho regarded as the best proof of the 
acta coiiatitutioiiality. ilo wialied to state 
boldly that the public ]iolilical ex|)rea- 
sions of tho judiciary upon the Chincso 
question, were strictly out of place; but at 
the same time, a pare of tho resolution con- 
tained an undue reflection iqion the judges 
who had but acted in their loL'al capacity 
when declaring certain anti-Uhineao moa- 
surua us bad. The reflection was highly 
improper .-ind niicnlled for. 

Hon. Mr. Uobson aaid that he was pain- 
ed to see tho contrast between the numbers 
of the meeting to-uiglit with those of Thurs- 
day .night. Both were for defence against 
a common oucmy, the only ditrerenco being 
that the Russians were a probable enemy, 
while the Chiuoso were an enemy now 
among them, fn this hall a tow nights ago 
jno man got np and said that there was 
only one individual in this community that 
wa.f sincoro in hiu opiio^itiroi to CliineHo 
labor. Now, what a Hlali iiinil that was to 
Ht-ud abroad iw a reinurk from a public man. 
Such a stati.'ment was not truth for there 
wn.-i not one in twenty but who were in 
favor of Chinea<i restriction, 'I'ho tUiineso 
regulation act pasaed by the governnidut in 
1884 was not disallowed, and he was now 
preparing in his departiueut the machinery 
to put it in operation. This imposed a tax 
of $1U on each Chinaman in the province; 
it also imposed a tine of s!40 on all Chinese 
found in the country not in possession of 
such license, and in ea.se of an employer of 
Cbineso not giving correct roturiiB he was 
Kubjeot to a linoof ^^llin. p,iii)doyerH could 
not employ OliiiieHc who did not bold uiich 
license, and in ca.se of an infrmdioii they 
were subject to a line of .>rjO. The Chiuese 
miner hud to pay a license uf $15, aud 
any stioh miner tuund without a mining 
license would be subject to pay the sum 
of 830. No dead borings of Chinese woro 
allowed to be exlnnned without ])eriniK- 
sion, and tho use of cqjium waa prohibited 
in any way unless an urder of a properly 
certified physician, and any peraon found 
in possession of opium except fur medi- 
cinal or surgical purposes were subject to 
a' fine of §100 Any person who Iflt or 
occu(iiod a room, except of curtr»in stated 
proporl loiiSj \vel'o iiubjeut to a penalty of 
When they read that a«t they would 
all admit that it was uf much greater 
value than tho Uoininioii Chiueao Act. 
It made a total of license with the 
prtivinpial tievcuuu tax. It would be use- 
less for the speaker to tell them anything 
to Qoiivinoo tliem th.it the Chiueao were 
a nuisance; but it could bu readily seen 
that the provincial government were ilo- 
ing their utmost to prevent the Cliiiieae 
roinainiiig 111 the country, and that thoy 
were thoroughly hiiieero 111 tho matter. 
And now they were earnestly setting tho 
act ill motion, let the people bauk tho 
giivernment iij) in their ollort to crush out 
the great evil of Obinosu labpr from 
among tjieiu.

(lioud cheers.) There was no man who 
would go further than ho in the Chinese 
question, but he thought tho resolution 
would injure the caiMo more than advance 
it. lie Would auk tlieni not to agree with 
Buch injurious nssertimia. ^Hear, he^'ftucl 
cheers.)

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
raise a further sumjLif mnuey for the 
purpose of extending; the Waterworks, 
couatructing reservoirs to ensure a more 
certain and ecjiiitablu supply of water tu 
all parts of tho Oity, for carrying (in tho 
aaiti Watervviirks upon such a acale as amy 
be neceaaary tu furnish an adequato sup- 
ply of froah water to tho inoreasiiiK popu- 
lation of the City; for the greater protec- 
tion of the Oity aipiinst fire; and for other 
purposos in connection with the said 
Watcr^^'orka. 

And whiirens it is oadinatod that tho 
sum of S70,000 will bo requiiod fur tho 
above naniud purposes; 

And wliuroas it is desirablfc and oxi)o- 
dient that the above named sum of $70,- 
000 sliould be obtained in the manner 
hereinafter mentioned; 

And whoroas tho amount of tho wliolo 
rateable property of thu said Corporution, 
accordint; to tho last roviacd asauaaiiiont 
roll, —that ia, the asseaarauiit roll for tho

Bk rr TUEUEKOKB KN ACTED by the 
Mayor and Oouutiil of the Curpuratiou of 
tho City of Victoria as follows: 

1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of 
tho said City to raise by way of loan 
from any person or persona, or body or 
bodies corporate, who may bo willing to

5. For the purpoao of forming a sink-

property during the continuance of the 
said debentures; or any of them.

ItESPEOTINQ THE FlRE LIMITS, WOODEN 
BuiLDINOSi AND THE 8T0RAQE OF HAY 
AND STRAW. • 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
ing J!y L;iw3 bo it enacted by tho 
iMayor iind Council of tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria as follows: 

1. Suction 2 of "Till) Liy-Law for I'ro- 
hibitiiii; thu Ercctiim of Wooden Huild- 
ini^'.'i, 1H70, .■Vniciiilniuiit IJy-Law 1883" is 
hereby roDcalod, and in lieu theruof tho 
^olhuvini,' atihstituted : 

"'2 That portion of tho City of Vic- 
toria which is contained within tho limits
